THE DEATH OF THE 
EMPRESS FREDERICK. 


Sth Auaust. 
‘ue Empress Frederick inherited 
rather the constitution of her father 
Prince Albert than of her mother, the 
ood Queen Victoria, and on Mon- 
Fay last, in ber sixty-first. year, she 
followed her mother to the grave. 
Of our late Queen’s nine children 
only five are now alive; the King— 
whon God preserve,—born on the 9th 
of November 184: Princess 
Helena, wife of Prince Christi 
Schleswig-Holstein, born on the 25th 
of May 1846; the Princess Louise 
wife of the Duke of Argyll, born on 
the 18th of March 1848: Prince 
‘Arthur, Duke of Connaught, born on 
the Ist of May 1850 ; and the Princess 
Beatrice, widow of Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, born on the 14th of May 
1857. ‘The Princess Alice died in 
1878; Prince Leopold, Duke of 
Albany, in 1884; Prince Alfred, Duke 
of Edinburgh and Duke of c: 
Coburg-Gothia, in 1900; and now we 
have to mourn the death of the eldest 
of the children of Victoria and Albert, 
the widow of the good Emperor 
Frederick of Germany. Our royal 
family has felt the trath of the pro- 
verb that exists in every language, 
but is perhaps most concisely express- 
ed by the Roman poet: 


« Pallida mors cequo pulsat pede paupertm 
tabernas, 
Regumque turres.” 


Queen Victoria's journals of her 
early married life are full of notices 
of her eldest daughter, “Vikky.” 
Under the wise rule of their father 
and mother, who were much more 
devoted to each other than is some- 
times seen where royal couples are 
concerned, the bringing-up of all the 
royal children was almost ideal, 
Not only were they thoroughly 
educated in all the necessary branches 
of knowledge, but constant attention 
was paid to the formation of their 
characters, and they learned to obey 
before they learned to command. 
‘The Princess Royal, as she then was, 
showed a very decided taste for the 
graphic arts. She painted 
pictures which possessed more than 
average merit, and some of which 
were exhibited; and her visit te Paris 
some years ago was one proof that 
she never lust her love for the liberal 
arts. Her engagement to the late 


























Emperor Frederick, as the story is) 


told by Queen Victoria, was a perfect 
idyil, and her marriage brought with 


it every promise of a long and happy | 


life. Of all the royalties who at- 
tended the celebration of Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee in 1887, the popular 
verdict was that there was none that 
could compare in splendour of ap- 
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many; 








I pearance with Frederick, then Crown 
Prince of Prussia; he conquered the 
English heart as he had conquered the 
heart of England’s Princess Royal 
more than thirty years before; but 
he was even then under sentence 
of death. The marriage of the 
Princess Royal was blessed with 
eight children of whom six are alive, 
the eldest being the Emperor of 
Germany. She had one unhappiness 
in her German home, devoted to her 
as her husband was.

proud as a mother should be of the 
great position taken in the world by 
her eldest son. ‘The illness which 
carried her off on Monday began some 
months ago, and she sufteres 

at times, though everything possible 
was done to relieve her, that death 
came to her as a kind friend. She 
died peucefully, conscious to the last, 
surrounded by all her children, except 
her second son, Prince Henry the 
sailor, who had gone to Cadiz to met

They have criticised 
him at times, as they have often 
criticised their own rulers, but never 
with unkind intention. It will be 
one gleam of light in our mourning 
‘for the Empress Frederick if it in- 
deed draws nearer to one another 
lthe two great Tentonic countries,

“This,” says Mr. Fowler, “is au- 


nihilation pure and simple, and yet 
Newchwang saw less fighting than 
‘Tientsin; and the only Foreign 
Power that interfered there was 
Russia. That Government seized 
the post as early as August 4, and on 
the 12th had control of the Custom- 
house.” 

To emphasise the matter Mr. 
Fowler then summarises the figures 
for all three ports, and a very large 
total decrease they show. “The 
above,” he says, “gives a good idea 
of what a mob in China can do in| 
interfering with trade. ‘I'he greatest 
loss is, of course, in cotton. piece- 
goods, and this cessation of imports 
must have been most keenly felt in 
the Southern States. Probably no 
country in the world suffered so much 
as did the United States... These 
tables do not by any means show our 
losses; they only serve to show the 
losses in a few specified lines.” 

Looking at the trade from the 
exporter's side, Mr. Fowler finds that 
an examination of the returns issued 
by the U.S. Treasury Department 
reveals the following :

“This does not show what we 
really lost, for there are immense 
quantities of merchandise in the 
ports to be worked off before import- 
ations can recommence. The year 
1900 began with the greatest increase 
in our trade ever Known, and end- 
ed with the most serious losses. 

“The losses to the cotton trade 









)| alone I estimate at over $3,000,000. 


“For the five months of 1900, be- 
fore the outbreak, our trade had in- 
creased (net) $684,216 over that for 
five months of 1899. 

“For the five months from June 
to October, there was a net loss of 
865,043. 

“The Treasury statisties, it should 
be remembered, do not embrace all 
of our trade with China, as large 
quantities of merchandise are sent 
into China from the United States 
vid Japan, Hongkong, London, ete.” 

Mr. Ragsdale, U. S. Consul at 
Tientsin, adds some figures showing 
how the export trade from that port 
was affected last y His remarks 
explain this sufficiently without our 
reprinting the table extracted by 
him from the Customs returns, He 
says :— 











“The export returns herewith sub- 
mitted give striking evidences of 
how Tientsin and North China have 
suffered in consequence of the upris« 
ing. The enormous discrepancies 
between the figures for the present 
and for last year tell a tale of loss 
to the producer, as well as to the 
merchant, that is startling. In the 
item of dogskins, it will be noticed 
1,284 were exported this year, against 
18,837 last year, while in bristles, 
sheepskin clothing, and many other 
articles, the falling off is ‘equally 
noticeable. Nor is the ontlook for 
the year 1901 favourable for large 
shipments. ‘The country north of 
Tientsin, where the principal articles 
of export are produced, is now over- 
run with ex-Boxers and ex-soldier: 
who have turned bandits, and it will 
be exceedingly difficult for merchant: 
to get goods out of or into the 
interior.” 


Mr. Ragsdale closes with a few 
words on imports. He says :-— 

“Tam unable to give any reliable 
import statistics. Outside of sup- 
plies imported for the armies (not 
accounted for in the Customs records), 
the same ratio of losses appears as 
given in the export returns. The

A REAL BUDDHIST MISSION 
TO AMERICA. 
Isth August. 

Some of our readers may possibly 
remember the quiet announcement 
of a mission of Buddhist priests to 
| America, we forget: how long ago, but 
ithe matter bad gone from most 
memories until revived in the current 
number of“ Harper's Monthly.” There 
we find, from the pen of our old 
friend, Dr. John Fryer, LL. D., an 
account of the mission as an introduc- 
tion to an article on “ The Buddhist 
Discovery of America a_ thousand 
; years before Columbus.” From it we 





| extract the followin; 

“Ina comfortable’ building on one 
of the more quiet and retired streets 
of the city of San Francisco, there 
have lately been established the 
headquarters of a Japanese Bud- 
jdhist Mission to America. The 
object of this inission is not. only to 
keep up the texching and practice of 
Buddhism among the fast-iiereasing 
nambers of Japanese who have come 
to live in California, but i em- 
braces the more ambitions hope of 
{spreading the knowledge of that cnlt 
x the people of America.” 

Evidently the Japanese have 
studied Moltke, and with him believe 
that the best defence is attack.

Buddhist mission which, fourteen 
jhundred years ago, crossed the 
Pacific and “pressed on from one 
unknown land. to another to spread 
the light which they possessed.” 
On looking into “his opening 
sentences, however, we, also, find 
various features of deep interest. 
The Doctor does not say how long 
the mission has been at work ; 
“lately established,” are his words, 
and yet in this short time we are 
told there are no less than eleven 
converts, A good many of our own 
mission stations had been occupied 
nearly as many years before like 
snecess attended their efforts, Per- 
haps the previous preparation may 
have had something to do with it, 
We know of Buddhist doctrines 
which need but persuasive English 
nicely phrased éo be ucceptable from 
the pulpit of ony own Cathedral.

decided on comes as somewhat of a 
surprise after the recent statements 
in the House of Commons that our 
Government had no intention of 
making such a reduction. Of course, 
statements by Under-Secretaries of 
State in the House of Commons are 
always made with a mental reserva- 
tion, and if true at all, are only true 
for the woment they are made; but 
there is no more reason that we can 
see for reducing the garrison than for 
keeping it at its present strength. 
An idea has been current that the 
withdrawal of the Rajputs from 
Shanghai is in accordance with some 
agreement with the German Govern- 
ment; but so far nothing is known 
here of any reduction of the German 
garrison, In fact, the Germans are 
continuing the execution of their 
plans for making their occupation 
here permanent. 

We have never been among those 
who saw danger to British interests or 
even inconvenience in the presence 
at Shanghai of German or French 
contingents. We rejected many years 
ago—and most of us think it was a 
great mistake—the chance of making 
this a British Settlement; and the 
right way now is to make the best of 
things as they are. As long as we do 
a greater proportion of the trade with 
China than all the other Powers put 
together, we shall retain our pre- 
eminence here; nor is there any fear 
of any Power, however Jarge its 




















garrison, suddenly announcing that it, 
Yas annesed Shanghai, and pro- 


claiming wartial law here, Except 
that the general gaiety of Shanghai 
has been considerably increased : by 
their presence, the so-called military 
occupation of the port has made very 
little difference tous. Fora garrison 
town, Shanghai has been remarkably 
free from rows and disputes, and the 
officers of the various contingents 
have been on the best of terms with 
their comrades of other nationalities 
and with the civil community. ‘There 
would be a sensible void now in 
general society if all the contingents 
were withdrawn. We have got 
‘so accustomed to having the soldiers 
heré that we should miss them 
seriously if they were withdrawn; } 
and this is entirely apart from the 
feeling of security derived from their 
presence. 

A rumour has been current that 
our Government has been arranging 
a deal with the German Government, 
the British to hand Weihaiwei over 
to the Germans, on condition of the 
latter recognising our claim, whatever

haiw Tt is no news that our 
Government took over the lease of 
Weihaiwei in a hurry without any 
serious consideration, and has never 
made up its mind what it means to 
do with it; whether it is to be a 
fortified naval station with a sufficient, 
garrison to defend it in case of our 
being at war with a maritime Power, 
or whether it is merely to bea sanita~ 
rium and depét for stores, with only a 
sufficient garrison to repel a possible 
attempt on the part of the Chinese 
in the vicinity to capture it. Not 
Jong ago we heard that Weihaiwei 
had been transferred to the Colonial 
Office: and it is only a fortnight since 
a telegram was received here stating 
that an Order in Council had been 
issued providing for the government 
of Weihaiwei under a Commissioner, 
which is its present position. As, 
however, we do not see that Germany 
has anything tangible to offer us in 
exchange for Weihaiwei, or that she 
wan's it as long as she has such a 
fine and rapidly improving territory 
at Kiaschou Bay, we doubt if 
the story of our relinquishment 
of Weihaiwei has much foundation 
in fact, though he would be a bold 
man who would undertake to predict 
what our Government will or will not 
do in the Far East.

General Richardson, 
cs.1., has only been with us a very 
short time, but in that time he has 
made himself very popular indeed 
among all with whom he has come in 
contact, and it isa great disappoint- 
ment that he has soon received orders 
to leave us and return to India. For 
the reasons for these changes we must 
wait till it pleases the powers that be 
to communicate them to us—if they 
have any valid reasons.

But the 
Shanghai Native Pross has an ever-iucrea- 
sing constituency here, and the opinions 
inculeated by it gain ground daily ; so that 
among all classes it is more and more per- 
ceived that the crue reason for China's 
sorrows lies in the opposition of the Em- 
press Dowager and her clique to reform, 
AN AUDIENCE AT HSIN. 

Acertain Hangchow ian who returned 
recently from Hsian, where government 
business had taken him, gave an interesting 
report of an audience accorded him by 
the Empress Dowager. He says the Em- 
petor sat there, pale and very quiet ; that 
Wang Wén-shao appeared frowning and dis- 
concerted ; but that Lithe eunuch, whuse 
palm had doubtless just heen greased, 
was in great good huinour and expatiated 
loudly to the Empress Dowager upon the 
honesty and industry of her subjects in 
and about Hangchow. 
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IS THE EMPEROR ALIVE? 

It is, however, believed by very many, 
and feared by more, that the taik of the 
Emperor being still’ alive is all false, and 
that he has long ago fallen a victim to the 
plots of his enemies. It seems incredib'e 
Ut the Powers do not yet see the 
necessity of compelling the restoration of 
power to the Emprrur himself, the first 
step toward which is of course his pro- 
duction, that the world may know he is 
certainly alive, 

THE SHED MASSACER. 

That the Conservatives still have their 
way is sutliciently shown by the presence 
of the notorious Pao Taotai, of Chiichou 
fame, in Hangchow, He still goes at 
large, posing as quite a man of note. 
The mmnner_in which both England 
and the United States have allowed 
the Chichou affir tog» into histor 
with simply no punishment at all, is @ 
Mot on their fair names, and will in’ time 
ts come constitute another count in China's 
complaint against other Powers. Had 
proper punishment been demanded and 
obtained, the Chinese sense of justice itself 
would have been satistied, As it is now, 
the feeling of the ma-ses in Chiichou and 
in other parts of the province is, that the 
Chinese Government hws condoned the 
massuere of lust year, and that the foreign 
nations concerned had no power to i 
fere! Such mistakes have in the past 
horne such sad fruit, that one exunot un- 
derstand on what. basis our Governments 
have allowed this failure of justi 

A POSSIBLE REASON, 

Perhaps, however, the main reason 
is the desire to avoid the other ex- 
treme, A prominent inember of our for- 
eign community, who is pushing an enter- 
prise much to the advantage of the Chinese 
themselves, was recently visited by two of 
the highest officivls of the province. They 
expresied their regr-t at not heing able to 

‘e substantial help ta the enterprise ; 
hut stated that the call from the Central 
Government for money toward the in- 
demnity was very urgent. Moreover, an 
indemnity of Tis, 10,000 is demanded_by 
the Roman Catholics for disturbances in Tai- 
chow last year, which is relentlessly pressed 
upon the provinee throuzh the medium of 
the French officials. This sum must be 
“found” by the Treasurer and his fellow 
officials, ‘The state of their feelings on 
the subject may be imagined.

same being hidden in banks of clouds. Now 
all this was quite unknown to the residents 
of Kuling. The clouds had banked up 
against the outer wall or edge of the moun- 
tains, but never one had penetrated 
into the valley. For the three past weeks 
therehave only heen two days or partial 
days of rain and not one of cloud or. mist. 

‘The writer states the following facts 
as they have becn observed in his house.

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A CONSULAR ORDER. 

While this city is the home of no incun- 
siderable portion of the foreign residents 
of Szechuan, being the seat of the various 
Consu's and the base for the works of the 
Imperial Customs staff, still a nijority of 
the foreigners live in scattered homes 
throughout thethree provinews of the west— 
Szechuan, Kueichou, and Yunnan. It was 
therefore a surprise and disappointment to 
many that Mr. Wilton, H. B. M.'s etticient 
Consul, found it necessary to issue an order 
forbidding any of the ladies ainong his 
constituency to go inland from Chungking. 


FOR THE DEST. 

Doubtless there was sufficient ground 
for such prohibition in the uncerta 

tion of national affairs in China 
and the possibilities of the local situation. 
While it is quite true that the people as a 
whole seem to be friendly as ever to the 
foreigners, such disturbauces as we have 
known in’ Szechuan in the past have uot 
been the work of the people as such, but 
of a rowdy section before which the mass 
of the populace remain inert till the 
question of looting the outraged homes of 
the unfriended foreigners comes into pructi- 
cal working, and then itis hard (o distinguish 
the people from the roughs.

A HRAVY STORE 
On Sunday (July 28th) a very violent 
storm burst over the city, about 9 p.m. 
‘The rain was of such violence that in s few 
minutes the streets were turned into water- 
courses. As all the city drains are closed 
any rainfall but adds to the already swollen 
size of the many lotus-ponds inside the city 
wall, And althoagh Sunday's rain was 
only about an hour or so, the rise in several 
of the ponds has been several inches or a 
foot. Quite a considerable part of the city 
between the N. gute and the northernmost 
of the W. yates is uninhabitable; the 
families occupying houses in that part 
being obliged to take refuge on the wall. 








CONTROLLING THE RIVER. 
‘The viver front is being bunded up with 
refuse from the ironworks, barges loaded 
with the ashes being towed across the 
Yangtze. A permanent bank has 
been built outside the gates near 
the river which is well faced with 
dressed sandstone. This will keep the 
water out until the river is some 2 feet 
or more higher than the level of the streets 
at the gates. 





AT TRE CAM 


situated outside and below the city wall 
the Sunday storm caused a fatal accident.

THE DIRECTOR OF PLELIC WOR 

From adviees teceived hy the mail yester- 
day, T learn that. the Hon. R, D. Ormsby, 
who recently went home on lewe, and 3 
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now inthe Kmerald Isle, has sent in his 
resignation of the post of Director of 
Public Works to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, and that the resignation has 
been accepted. Mr. Ormsby retires on 
pension after thirty-five years’ service, 
chiefly spent in that lovely island so 
aptly described by tho poet as “+a pearl 
upon the brow of Ind,” otherwise Ceylon. 
It would be idle to specula:e on who 
be his successor, but it is generally 
thought the appointment will be given to 
some sénior man in the service in one of 
the Crown Colonies. The present locum 
tenens, though an excellent engineer, has 
probably not seen sufficient service to give 
him seniority. 

TAE LEGISLATIVE COUNCHL 
met on the 29th ult. Col, L. F. Brown, 
R. E. (Commanding the Troops in the 
absence of General Gascoigne) was sworn 
in on taking his seat. A number of papers 
were laid on the table, and the Hon. T. H. 
Whitehead then gave ‘notice of a number 
of questions he intends to put, ail of which 
should elicit some useful ‘informtion. 
‘The member representing the Chamber of 
Commerce wants to know what progress 
has been made by the Land Court in 
settling claims, and what progress has been 
unde in the survey of the New Territory. 
He also is curious to ascertain whatamount 
of revenue the Government has collected 
from the New Territory. I think I could 
give a rough guess at this reply. Then 
he is desirous of knowing why the Police 
Force are so discontented. — Kinally he 
desires to have a return of the jerry buil- 
dings that have fallen and of the lives

of discussion, Some of the statements 
unde by Sir Henry Blake and the excerpts 
mde from the papers by the Hon. F. H. 
May have proveked a good deal of hostile 
criticism, the former being regarded as in 
some eases special pleading, and the latter 
unfair, the context being in some casos 
omitted to suit the purpose of the com- 
piler. ‘The Governor admits, however. the 
need for expert rep-rts on’ the question 
of the sanita-ion of the Colony. 


DISCONTENT AMONGST THE POLICE. 
Discontent in the Police Force has in- 
creased rather than lessened sinee I last 
wrote; aud they seem to have reason. 
‘The Captain-Superintendent, who was 
formerly popular with the force, appears to 
be acting in a somewhat arbitrary inanner. 
Certain of the men who came out some 
time since were formerly non-commissioned 
ofticers in the army and marines and some 
ex-drill instructors ; these men, who must 
be thoroughly efficient and, as they say, 
could teach their instructors, still have to 
do their weekly drill ; although aceurding, 
to a clause in their agreement, a man shall 
“be required to attend drill a half-hour 
“three or four times a week until he is 
eficient.” They ask when are they to be 
considered efficient, Another cause for dis- 
satisfaction is the fact that junior men are 
placed over the heads of the seniors. ‘The 
Water Police a's» havea grievance. They 
are responsible for their launch, and yet 
the officer in charge can give no orders to 
the coxswain men if he sees the launch in 































































danger ; should any accident occur, how- 
ever, he has to pay the fine. These are 
reported to be on'y a few of the things the 
Force hare to complain of, the last being 
the refusal of the Cuptain Superintendent 
toallow them t> hold another concert in 
the compound at the Central Station, ‘till 
further orders.”

FEVER IN THE GARRISON. 

Fever is very prevalent amongst the 
troops this summer, about sixty men 
being laid up in hospital suffering from it, 
some cases being rather severe. Within 
the last week two men have died from th 
cause. Preesutions are now being taken, 
morning drill being discontinued tll 
cooler weather, and a dese of quinine is 
administered every morning. It is to he 
feared that Tommy Atkins is not always 
suficiently rezardful of the heat of the 
sun in summer. ‘The Royal Welsh Fu- 
siliers go through their exercises at the 
Peak in the ely morning, and the bugle 
calls wake the echoes among the hills 
while many of the res‘dents are still in 
bed.

He was 
found in a lavatory with his throat cut, and 
was taken to the Government Civil 
Hospital, where the wound was stitched 
and dressed. Shortly after he was found 
with the wound open, having in the 
meantime torn out the stitches during a 
short absence of the attendant. He wes 
quite sensible aud remarked that he had 
not wish to live.

NAVAL INTELLIGENCE.

Several tribes took part in the 
performance, all making such a creditable 
isplay that’ it was hard to pick out the 
best. The warriors wero in full war paint, 
and feathers were largely used in’ their 
outfit. An address in Maori, which had 
previously been carried through the ranks 
of the assembled tribes and received their 
approbation, was presented to the Royal 
guests, who afterwards were introduced to 
several chiefs, and presented comme- 
morative medals to Maori members of the 
‘ew Zealand House of Representatives. 
HLR.H. addressing them, expressed his 
high appreciation of the “ Haka,” and said 
he believed the sight would be the greatest 
novelty on their voyage. 

OFFICIAL, BLUNDERING, 

Festivities at the latter part were some- 
what marred by the weather. An unfor- 
tunate incident also occurred in connection 
with the volunteer camp. Some 900 
Mounted Rifles were sent into camp at 
Newtown Park, which through recent rains 
had become a veritable swamp. No forage 
was supplied, and the commissariat was 
conspicuous by its atsence. Riled by this 
neglect on the part of the headquarters 
staff, Maoriland’s volunteer defenders set 
out one night in a determined search for 
the caterer, who fortunately for himself was 
not to be discovered, so the disgusted band 
of Thomas Atkins's paraded the streets with 
a questionable joint of meat on: a pole in 
place of the regimental colours. Not 
satisfied with this, they paraded at Govern. 
ment House, where a levée was in progress, 
and sang the Dead March, much to the 
constemation of the offizials. The effect of 
this outhurst was apparent in the morning, 
when quantities of eatables both for man 
and beast made their appearance; the corps 
were carpeted hefore the commandant, who 
soundly rated them for the proceedings of 
the previous day, and ordered the Press 
representatives 10 make themselves scarce.

(fay 22nd). The German Minister soon 
terwards gave his support on behalf of 
his Government. The Belgian Govern- 
ment cams into line on the 3ist. On the 
Lith June M. Delcassé, after consulting 
with Count Lamsdorff, authorised 
Beau to agree, in accord with M. de 
Giers, to any financial combination, whe- 
ther a loan or bond, which should be 
unanimously approved, provided that the 
guarantees should be in proportion to the 
sums demanded and that such guarantees 
should be easy of control, without afford- 
ing any pretext for interfering in the 
internal aifairs of China, M. Bean cabled 
on the 15th of June that the British, 
United States, and Belgian representa- 
tives declared ‘that they could not  sup- 
port, the proposal in regard to a loan 
guafanteed by the Powers. The adoption 
of the bond system thus became inevit- 
able, and the diplomatic corps unani- 
mously agreed to it. Four per cent was 
fixed as the minimum rate of interest, 
and the opinion was expressed that. the 
bonds to be given by China should state 
the amounts due in the currency selected 
by each Power. M. Deleassé had pre-

Dear Sir,—The number of patients treated 
far surgical and general medical cases at the 
General Hospital now, as compared with 
ten or more years ago, renders the question 
of isolation of infectious cases there, one of 
much greater and increasing importance. 
When the hospital is full, and as it has been 
during the past year overcrowded, as this 
increase in numbers is and cannot be accom- 
panied by a proportionate inctease in space 
accommoiation, the risk from infectious 
cases admitted becomes greatly increased. 

It is obvious with our present accommoda- 
tion, and with the addition of any even of 
those changes that have been recently pro- 
jected, whilst we may be able to di 
effectively with nou-infectious cases, we 
cannot continue to cope efficiently with the 
demand for proper isolation of infectious 
cases, both in relation to the surrounding 
district, and to the other inmates of the 
hospital. 








I therefore propose that the Governors 
should draw the attention of the Municipal 
Councils to this matter, pointing out that 
whilst the present provision for infectious 
cases can be coutinued for a short period 
longer, the time may at any moment come, 
when ‘the accommodation of the General 
Hospital will not suffice for these cases, but, 
it may be necessary to refuse them admission 
not only for this want of accommodation, 
but also in the interests of the other patients. 
I seems only fair that some such intimation 
should now be given to the Councils, so that 
thus warned they may be able to make 
timely provision for the proper isolation of 
infectious cases among foreigners, unless the 
Governors themselves are prepared to make 
such provision, which, [ understand, they 
do not contemplate. 

T would also point out thatthe hospital 
is provided with neither the accommodation, 
nor with the nursing staff large enough, 
(qualified for or intended to deal with mental 
















cases, and for these reasons their admission 
to the hospital is and has, to my knowledge, 
for more than twenty years been given under

treatment, governed by circumstances as they 
jarose. ‘These conditions must still obtain 
unless and until the Ratepayers sanction a 
scheme for Municipal intervention. 

It may not be out of place for me to 
remind you that the Council has now in 
process of erection large Departmental Build- 
ings, a Central Fire Station, and a Gaol, 
and that with these current heavy demands 
on the available funds for public works in 
view, it will be a matter of possible difficulty 
to make the requisite provision for such a 
hospital next year, but I am directed to 
assure the Governors that the is lance 
of the matter is fully recognised and will be 
given due attention when the time arrives 
for the compilation of the Budget for 1902.

A SOCIAL QUESTION. 


To the Editor of the 
“Normm-Casa Dany News.” 

Sir,—I am sure that you will allow me 
a little space in your valuable paper to give 
vent to some pent-up feelings. 

Doubtless you have bad your attention 
called many times to the ubiquitousness, 
in Shanghai, of the so-called “ pheasants,” 
or, in plainer language, Chinese women of 
ill-fame. Never was a work more needed 
than the Rescue Home, which some of the 
good women in Shanghai are about to com- 
mence, and surely there is no work that so 
deserves the help and sympathy of all 
respectable people of Shanghai. Not only 
‘on account of the help that ought to be 
given the poor fallen ones, but also for our 
own protection, for unless sometlling is 
done, we will be run out of the place by 
them. Certainly they are greatly on the 
increase. I remember when I came to 
Shanghai over twelve years ago, there were 
a few streets which respectable people knew. 
to avoid, after dark, to save themselves 
embarrassment ; but now I can venture to 
‘say that there are not many streets, be- 
tween the Defence Creek and the Bund, 
where one can walk after nine o'clock at 
night without seeing some of this class 
hawking themselves to passers-by. 

In former days, here in the neighbour- 
hood of the Yunnan Road Methodist 
Church, there was as good a class of Chi- 
nesé as one would desire for neighbours, 
but now, how different. With the exce] 
tion of a few respectable families, the 
houses are mostly occupied by these “ phea- 
sants,” and unless something is done they 
will run all the good people away. 

In every civilised country that Ihave 
heard of, this class have a certain portion 
of the city given up to them, and people 
who wish to avoid them know which 
streets to.shun; but not so in Shanghai. 
‘When one walks out after dark, in the 
British Settlement, unless he be going 
down the Nanking Road, he had best keep 
his eyes looking straight ahead, otherwise 
he is most sure to meet the gaze of some of 
these poor painted creatures. 

The foreigner often has his sense of 
decency shocked, but the Chinese fare 
worse. Last Friday night as one of my 
members was returning home from a se! 
vice, he was caught hold of by one of these 
women and drawn towards her house. He 
resisted and a rowdy, who was evidently 
in league with the w@nan, came to her 
assistance and gave my man a bloody eye. 
The man is a quict and amiable fellow, 
about fifty years old. He is a man of 
family and has always borne a good reputa- 
tion. In fact this is not the only case of 
the kind that has come to my ears. Tt 
seems to me that a civilised community 
such as this ought to be able to give the 
Chinaman as good or better protection than 
he gets in the interior. In many respects 
he has better protection, but not so in this 
regard. In the interior such attacks as 
these are never heard of. . 

It is hard, too, to blame these poor girls, 
for Ihave heard that they are beaten most 
unmercifully, unless they can bring in one 
guest every night, and are not treated de- 
cently unless they can get several. I am 
sure that it is not the wish of our Munici- 
pality that human beings should suffer 
such hardships as these women are made 
to suffer, and I am sure that when the 
ladies get the Rescue Work well established 
that the authorities will co-operate with 
them 85 effectively in ameliorating the 
condition of the human animals, as they 




















have with the Society for the protection of 
Dumb Animals,

The fotion that this is a necessary evil 
is too deeply rooted in society for me to 
have any hopes of getting rid‘of it 
entirely during my life time; but could 
not something be done to put our “ Model 
Settlement” on an equal footing with 
other civilised places? I am sure that no 
city in England or America would put up 
with such a condition of things as we 
have here. We have a model settlement 
in many respects. See with what prompt- 
ness the authorities put down lotteries. 
Why can they not regulate in some way 
this growing evil? Could they not con- 
fine this kind of traffic to a certain 
quarter? Then decent people would 
know how to steer clear of it. 

No one who has not tried it knows the 
trials of living in the midst of them, to 
have their poor painted faces flaunted 
before ‘the eyes of your wife and 





innocent children, to be ogled at from 
just across the ‘street as you walk the 
verandah with a friend, to hear their 
snickerings from the opposite house as 
you sit on your lawn, in the cool of the 


evening, with your family. Then the 
nights are made hideous by the curing 
and fighting that take their rise in theso 
houses. It is no uncommon thing for us 
to be awakened anywhere from twelve to 
three o'clock by noises that can only be 
described by the term hellish. We have 
expected to hear on the next morning 
that some awful murder had been com: 
mitted. Why cannot the police put « 
stop to these pandemoniums? We have 
not a bad police service and they are very 
cfiective along some lines. Could they 
not see that peace was preserved at 
night? Still I realise that they have a 
ith these houses 
scattered about everywhere. If they 
were in some certain quarter, it could be 
managed better. ‘Thanking you for your

Sir,—A party of youthful reformers in 
Hangchow begs to draw the attention of 
your paper’s most benevolent readers to 
help us to accomplish a great work, which 
as far as we cansce, is beneficial both to 
China and to all the Western nations. 
The question why we should conceive to 
perform such a grand idea is explained as 
follows : — 

During the Boxer rising of the fore- 
going year about 2,000,000 persons died. 
‘Their barbarous actions and anti-foreign 
principle did not merely transgress the 
world’s common law, but also cast us (we 
mean the enlightened Chinese) down into 
‘a fathomiess abyss of shame. Though 
such a pack of barbarous people should by 
Inw instantly be annihilated, yet in the 
eyes of your civilised nations there is pity 
felt for them, even at the time of destroying 
thom. 

‘The cause of Boxer rising we are sorry 
to say lics in their hopeless ignorance. 
‘They had never in their brains the impres- 
sions of loving others and of treating for- 
cigners as they would treat their own 
countrymen. So when encouraged by the 
conservative courtiers they broke out 
with violent force. The lever for ignor- 
ance is without doubt education, and only 
by education the world could be brought 
into harmony. One little question would 
prove the effect of education —satisfuc- 
torily. Has there ever been an educated 
man who feels glad at the Boxers’ success? 
“No” one would involuntarily answer. 

‘At present, in China, the so-called 
colleges and schools are very few, and 
even these are much detested by the con 
servative but powerful mandarins and 
gentries, so it is impossible to expect to 
get money from them to extend the 
number of some more enlightened schools. 
Wo have formed a plan which we hope 
sanguinely the powerful Westerners who 
take China’s interest true at heart would 
help us with their utmost zeal. If we 
deduct one forty-fifth part of the 
indemnity, that is to to deduct 
10,000,000 taels from 459,000,000 taels. 
‘This sum of 10,000,000 taels should be put 
in the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation at the rate of 5 per cent 
interest which yields an annual sum of 
500,000 taels. With this sum we are able 
to feed the expenses of ten excellent col- 
leges each in one province. In a course 
of five years the result from ten such col- 
leges is fruitful. To bring the matter to 
a closer examination the money lay out 
for sttch purpose, the benefit from it would 
be proportionally greater than it would 
be from anything else. The two greatest 
results would be to enlighten the dark 
China and to invite respect from the 
Chinese.

DEATH OF THE EMPRESS 
FREDERICK. 











The Princess-Royal of England, ex- 
Empress of Germany, the widow of the 
noble Friedrich I.,’ bas passed away. 
Her death closes a life of singular 
charm, not without its times of stress and 
trouble, and must awaken the regret of all 
English men and women. The Princess 
Victoria Adelaide Marie Louisa was the 
oldest child of the Queen. She was born 
on the 21st November, 1840, and thu: 
just a year older than her brother, King 
Edward VII. One of the most notable 








| matters of the year of her birth was the 





versal confidence expressed in Queen 
Victoria's husband, the xrince Consort, 
who was chosen as Regent in the event of 
the possible death of the Queen bringing 
about a prolonged minority. ‘The Duke of 
‘Wellington, spoken to at the time on tho 
matter, at once said, “ It can and ought to 
be nobody but the Prince.” ‘The only roice 
dissentient from the Regency Bill. intro- 
duced for this purpose was the Duke of 
Sussex. However, the dreaded possibility 
did not become fact, and the Princess was 
born amid the joyful acclamation of the 
whole nation. ‘To the parents a flicker of 
disappointment that a son had not been 
given to them was natural. ‘The Princo 
Consort wrote at the time: “I should 
certainly have liked it better if she had had 
a son, as would Victoria also; but, at the 
same time, we must be equally satisfied 
and thankful as it is.” ‘The life of the 
Princess Royal, in the home-circle presided 
over so wisely, and with such loving care 
by her father and mother, passed very 








| happily. She left it only in 1858, when, 


on the 25th January, she was married at 
St. James's to the Crown Prince Friedrich 
elm of Prussia, ‘the marriage was 
made the occasion of a great deal of public 
rejoicing in London. ‘There were four 
state representations at Her Majest; 
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Theatre; and a State Ball at Buckingham | the little altar was Matinepfarrer Winter, 


Palace. The Queen’s record of the marriage 
in her Diary is as follows: “The sun was 
shining brightly ; thousands had been out 
since very carly, shouting, bells ringing, 
ote, Albert and vale, i Field-Marshal’s 
uniform, with batons, and the two eldest 
boys went first. Then the three girls in 
pink satin, trimmed with Newport lace, 
Alice with'a wreath, and the two others 
with only bouquets in their hair of corn- 
flowers and marguerites; next the four 
boys in Highland dress. ~ Then 
the procession was formed, just as at_my 
marriage, mama last before me—then Lord 
Palmerston with the Sword of State, then 
Bertie and Alfred. I with the two little 
boys on either side (which they say had a 
most touching effect) and the three girls 
behind.” After the ceremony the newly- 
married couple drove from St. James's to 
Buckingham Palace. From there they 
went to Windsor, and were shortly followed 
by the Court, when the bridegroom was 
invested with the Order of the Garter. It 
was on the Ind February, 1840, that the 
Princess-Royal finally left her home. 

Her ‘married life with her noble 
husband was an altogether happy one. 
They had seven children, the eldest of 
whom is the present Emperor Wilhelm II 
of Germany. This happiness practically 
ended with the Jubilee of Queen Victoria 
in 1887. The Crown Prince was present 
at the magnificent celebrations, but was 
even then suffering from an affection of 
the larynx—cancer, to be exact—and spent 
the summer of that year at San Remo. In 
the following year, however, he was forced 
to go to Berlin, for the news came on the 
i0th of March of his accession to the 
throne of Prussia and of the German Em- 
pire by the death of his father the day 
before. Thus the fond hope of his devoted 
wife, that be would live long enough to 
reign, was realised. His courage, his 
vitality, the untiring attention of his wife, 
and the strenuous efforts of the greatest 
medical men in Europe availed nothing 
against. his malady, however. ‘Tho end 
came on the 15th June, when he passed 
away after a reign of only ninety-nine 
days. ee 

With this sad event the public life of 
our Princess Royal practically ended. She 
lived continually in Germany, and it 
was but recently that she was visited at 
Friedrichschloss by her brother, King 
Edward. Kronberg has seen the close of a 
fine and useful life.

WRECK OF A RUSSIAN 
CARGO BOAT. 
pace etitene 

‘The Russian cargo boat, Finanzminister 
Witte, bound from Moji to Sidgapore with 
a cargo of coal, was caught by the typhoon 
on. Friday afternoon in Lat. 121° 
and Long. 27° W., twenty-five miles 
east of Tre Island, two hundred and fifty 
miles south of Shaweishan. The water 
poured over her sides, ud she rapidly 
began to fill. After making every effort 
to keep the vessel from becoming water- 
logged, the captain and crew, twenty-four 
in number, were forced to abandon her in a 
sinking position, and take to the boats. 
‘They all landed’ in safety on the island, 
and were brought on to Shanghai in the 
German steamship Shantung. 

The Finanzminister Witte is a cargo 
boat of 713 net tonnage. She is the pro- 
perty of the Joint Stock Steainship Com- 
puny Rossija, of Libau, and has been uved 
for carrying coal between Moji and Sings 
pore for some time. On her last tr 
she left Moji on the 29th June, 
during the first two or three days of her 
voyage experienced fresh breezes and fair 
weather. The master of the boat, eapta 
Breberone, says that he and the cr 
remained ‘on board until everything 
possible had been done to save her. 


























THE TRIAL TRIP OF THE 


KIANGWO. 
—— 

‘The trial of the Kiangwo, a new river 
steamer built by Messrs. Farnham, Boyd 
and Co. to the order of the Indo-China 
Stexm Navigation Company, and intended 
for the Hankow-Ichang trade, took place 
on Tuesday, in fine but boisterous weather. 
Tt had been arranged that the trip should 
take place on Monday, but on account of 
the rough weather it was postponed until 
Tuesday. At eleven o'clock the tender 
Victoria, a new tender launched by Messrs, 
Farnham, Boyd and Co. last month, was 
waiting xt the P. and O. Jetty to convey 
the guests to the Kiangwo, and from that 
hour until a quarter to twelve they arrived 
in twos and threes until there must 
have been at least sixty on board. 
Shortly after leaving the Jetty it was 
noticed that the flag of the German Con- 
sulate was flying at half mast, and when an 
hour later the flags of the other Consulates 
and of the foreign men-of-war in harboue 
were lowered ts half mast, every one on 
board came to the conclusion thal the ex - 
Empress Frederick of Germany was dead. 
‘That this conclusion was correct, was 
proved on returning to Shanghai in the 
evening. On arrival at the Kiangso, which

little vibration. Down river and_against 
tide she was making well over 7 knots 
—x very creditable performance under 
the circumstances. At Woosung tho 
Victoria ceased her chaperonage and 
waived there for the Kiangwo's return, 
‘The latter went a good deal further on, 
going well out into the Yangtze. About 
four o'clock the return journey began and 
Woosung was reached about tive o'clock, 
There the Victoria resumed her duties 
and escorted the new steamer back to 
her moorings. ‘The Kiangwo came to her 
anchorage about six o'clock and the guests 
were then transferred to the Victoria and 
brought back to the P, and O, Jetty. ‘he 
new steamer’s contract speed was to be 10 
kuots, but her speed yesterday, with aimenn 
Araught of about 4 feet, showed un average 
of 10} kno : 

‘The Kiangwo is a light-draught, twin- 
j screw stoatmer, built of eel, and is intend. 
| ed for the Hankow-Ichang trade. Her 

dimensions are:—length between per- 
| pendiculars, 280 feet ; length over all, 289 

feet; moulded breadth, 42 feet; moulded 
depth to main deck, 10 fect; draught, 8 
feet on 1,250 tons’ dead weight capacity. 
‘The engines are of the inverted triple-

| supplied from two single-ended boilers of

horse power of the vessel will be about 
1,000. The engines and all machinery have 
been supplied and fitted by Messrs, Faru- 
ham, Boyd and Co., La. 

On the upper deck, away forward, are 
warping wires, an anchor crane, aud power- 
ful steam windlass and capstan, Just 
abaft of these are the captain's quarters, 
consisting of a large room, furnished with 
comfortable sleeping berth, lounge up- 
holstered in red Utrecht velvet, bookcase, 
writing desk and wardrobe, tapestry wi 
dow curtains, the floor being covered 
{with linoleum, ‘The upholstery work 
this rooms, as also in the saloon 
| and state rooms, has been carried out by 
| Messrs. Hall and Holtz, upon whose care- 

ful and excellent work it reflects the 
| highest credit. Aft of the captain’s quar- 
| ters is the saloon to accommodate 8 foreign 
| first-class passengers. It contains two 

teak-wood dining tables and sideboard, 
with teak-wood Iounges and chairs up- 
holstered in red Utrecht velvet and tapes- 
try window curtains to harmonise. ‘Tho 
floor is covered with linoleum over which 
are laid red carpet runners. ‘The wallls are 
white panelled, with carved teak-wood 
pillasters and the ceiling is finished in white 
and gold. With entrance from the saloon 
are two state rooms, one of which is set 
apart for ladies. ‘These and the other state 
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rooms and officers’ cabins are well-fitted 
up with two bunks each, folding lavatories, 
wardrobes, lounges, tapestry window cur- 
tains, and all accessories. In'a passuige lead- 
ing aft from the centre of the saloon are 
the store-room, pantry and ladies’ lavatory. 
‘This passage leads to a cross passage in 
which are two state rooms, linen closet and 
male lavatory. In all there is accommoda- 
tion for 8 foreign first-class passengers. 
‘The entrance to a large and airy foreign 
cooking galley is from the last-mentioned 
passage, so that food can be carried to 
‘the dining saloon under shelter. A door 
Jeads from the foreign galley into the 
scullery, which has another entrance from 
the port side. Abaft of the foreign galley 
and scullery, with entrances on to 
the port side passage, are the 
cabins for the chief enzinerr, second and 
third engineers, nativeyalley,and engineers’ 
mess room. Corresponding to these, on 
the starboard side, are officers’ and 
engineers’ bathrooms, chief and second 
officers’ cabins and two compradmres’ rooms.

The fire broke out at about 1 o'eluek 
on the 26h July ina small shop in 
ihe very centre of the foreiyn business 
quarter.

To the exstward Messrs. Gil- 
man_& Co.’s offices on the river side were 
the first of the foreign buildinys to be 
attackel and destroyel. At this point 
the progress of the fire was arrested by 
the sp'endi-t practice of Messrs. Muleha- 
noff's fire engine, while on the «ther or, 
south side of the street the burning was 
checked by the high fire wall which rnns 
along and encloses Messrs. Gilman & Co.'s 
raug: of golowns. More lire wails did 
gond service. They were the means of 
stiying the extension of the fire in that 
direction and of saving the cargo of ten 
stored in the godowns ready for shipment, 
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GAINING IN STRENGTH. 
Meanwhile the cmflagration to the 
westward was gradually growing in vulume 
and ferocity. Building after building suc- 
‘cumbed to the flames, Messrs, John Gittins

‘There was enough’ damage done as it 
wns to cause the greatest consternation in 
the foreign community, ‘The only peor 
consolation was that it occurred in the day 
time instead of at nizht, The real trouble 
was aver by 6 p.m., but the ruins continued 
to smoulder far into the following day, 

A YLAGCE OP THIEVES. 

In a wonderfully short spxce of time 
afler the outbreak of the fire, the street 
was a teeming mass of thieves and 
vagabonds, helping themselves xs they 
pleased to everything within reach. At 
one time they tried to reach the Bank, but 
were repelled by the soldiery and a score 
or two of them received swvurd cuts over 
head, face, wml shoulier which will keep 
them busy for a week or two over the 
healing.

THE FATE OF MANCHURIA. 
+ 
(costeimcTeD.) 

When Mr. Silns Wegg, of wooden leg 
and otherwise immortal memory, in the 
course of his reading co Mr. Boflin, read 
Plutareh’s lives, Mr. Boffin’ found ‘thei 
exceedingly interesting, though he hoped 
Plutarch might not expect him to belive 
themall, ‘* What to believe in the course 
off his reading was Mr. Boftin’s chief 
literary difficulty; for some time he was 
divided in his mind between half, all, or 
none, At length when he decided, xs a 
moderate man, to compound with’ half, 
the question still remained whicn Walt? 
And this stumbling-block he never zot 
over.” When we read the tel 
and other statements, which tell us 
China is about to sign, or is willing to 
sign, or has signed a secret treaty 
Ruskin, by which Manchuria is to 
practically Russia territory, we, like Mr. 
Boffin, are quite unxble to decide which 
of them to believe. Did she sign or did 
she not sign this treaty ? ‘The Manchurian 
question offers as great a difficulty of 
solution as does a Chinese puzzle to the 
uninitiated. ‘That China, in the persons 
of her representatives, lung-chang, 
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the Empress Dowager and Co. should have 
entertained a propesal on the part of 
Rassia to sign away to the latter Power 
the home of the Manchu Dynasty, can 
only be accounted for on two grounds. 
First, Chinese officials may have seen that 
the couvtry was practically gene from 
them and they may have hoped that, by 
[this treaty, they could induce Russia to 
ive seme little quid pro quo, some few ceuts 
liew of the taels she was carrying off; 
or secondly they may have been induced 
hy Russian statesmen to believe that the 
| latter would give China some very sub- 
stantial quid pro quo, in the shape of 
assisting her to oppose the demands of the 
other Powers. It is a c»se of a man losing 
Ius hand to save his body, of losing one 
ve the sight of the other. In 

it seems to be scarcely credible 
that Chinese statesmen should hi tn 
so infatuated as to comnnit so suicidal an 
act. ‘That she was not consenting to this 
willingly, or, at any rate that she was not 
prepared to do this in the face of the 
determined opposition of the other Powers 
is quite clear. When the opposition of the 
latter was known, she retreated from 
her position, and withdrew her generous 





































offer. It may nut be devoid of interest 
to ask ourselves on what wide rests the 
balance of probability as to Russia

hardly known what wealth of metals may 
be xssumel to exist there, but it may be 
assumed that in common with other large 
tracts of the ewth's surface these metils 
liv hidden fur the hand that will coure ard 
release them. ‘The Manchus hnve not made 
a great deal of their country it is true, and 
perliaps they think it, when compared ‘with 
the wide fertile valleys of Chiua Proper, 
rather inhospitable in climate ; they must 
however be conscious that it isa fine sweep 
of country and that therefore they must 
value it for its own intrinsic worth 
‘There is moreover the force of sentiment, 
of which the Manchus, like everyhody else, 
are capable, und that goes for something. 
‘The present Emperors of China are Mm- 
chus, and although, after more than two 
in China, their Chinese 
enuciation their habits of thought, the 
traditions of their court, their daily avvea- 
tions, and their hourly xmbitions, have 
tended to all intents and purposes to 
transform them ints Chinese, yet they are 
still Manchu, and we may assume the 
existence of some feeling of love of country 
though it eften appears to be dormant, 
‘The royal princes must learn the Manchu 
Ianguage, Its hooks and literature are 
always before them. Their long-robed, 
Inrge-footed women are seen in every big 
city. The love of country is not, we think, 
such an all-powerful inspiration and in- 
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centive with them as it was with Frederick 
the Great, who once exclaimed : **Tt is not 
necessary that T slould live but it ix that 
T should do my duty and Gyht for my 
fatherland.” ‘This sentiment must exist 
and we must assume also, that to some 
extent, it is operative. ‘Then two, at 
Jehol, are the summer palaces of’ the 
reigning dynasty, which take their name 
from the warm springs that abound there. 
‘Phither his Majesty Hsien Féng fled when 
the allies took Peking at the close of 1860 
and never returned to the throne of bis 
fathers. Som time ago, at any rate, the 
yearly Imperial hunt took place in the 
Tand of the ancestors of the reigning 
dynasty. ‘The time of the chase” was 
fixed for the 2nd of November and it 
continues till the dth of December, Dur- 
ing this short space of time, those who are 
eutrusted with the duty are easily able 
to furnish the required number of deer, 
Indeed they light upon innumerable herds 
and the hunters have only to attend to 
their ambuscades aud they can kill as many 
as they wish.” Now what would the “loss 
of face” be to those who wantonly signed 
away their native hills and valleys, their 
towns and orchards? Could the sensitive 
mandarin ever lift his head in the face of 
the Chinese agsin? It would be another 
case of Mary and Calais unless the heart 
of mandarindom were too hard for any im- 
pression to be inde, We can ns soon 
think of the present Viceroy of India 
cynically ceding away the land of his birth 
ty the Americans, as that the Manchn 
iceroys now in China, if they could follow 
their own desires, shonld code to the Czar 
all the land of their birth. Tt is difficult: to 
beliese that Manchuria will be dismember- 
ed from China unless under circumstances 
from which there is no possible escape. 
We ure not incliued to believe that the 
Chinese would be guilty of recklessly 
doing that which would be fatal to their 
prestige and indeed to their very life, 
expecially when they knew that all the other 
Powers were opposed to it, without. some 



























very powerful reason, What could that 
have been? One of the two mentioned 
above. 


‘fhe situation in the North resembles 
very closely the Crimean _ problem, 
“Nicholas believed that the time had come 
to seize Constantinople. He saw that the 
*Sick Man’ was in a hopeless condition, 
and he was willing that England should 
take Exypt, if he were left in possession 
of the city ov the Bosphorus,” ‘There 
was much to be said for the position he 
then assumel. ‘Tarkey seemed to possess 
but an effeie form of Oriental government, 
which was » curse to all who lived under 
it nnd a blot on Christian Europe. It 
would be a distinct gain to all parties, 
except to the personal rulers at the Sub: 
lime Porte, if the entire syatem were 
swept int» the Dardanelles. We shall not 
linger over the issue. We only point 
out the analogy that appears to exist 
hetween the situation of today and that 
in Europe then, England and France 
thwarted Russia's ambitious designs ; will 
England and Germany attempt the ‘same 
task today? It reinains to be seen. 

‘There is one fact that we cannot overlook, 
and with which we must reckon. It is no 
Jonger doubtful that strong ations over 
reach and swallow up their weaker neigh- 
bours. A handful of sturdy Englishmen 
located on the Eastern shores of the contin- 
ent of America, soon began to move west- 
ward, and today they Hold sway over all 
the lands that were ‘once ruled by petty 
chieftains who have passed into oblivion. 
Great Britain planted her foot on a few 
spots on the continent of Asia, for the sake 
of trade, but to day she rules from Northern 
Cambodia, to the west of the Indus, and 
| from Cape Comorin to the mountains that 
overshadow Northern Cashmere. No earth- 
ly power can hinder this natural develop- 
mént, this inevitable growth. Now Russia 














n her sure and silent march westward, has 
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come into contact with a sweep of country 
‘that stands in the way of the movement of 
her vanguard towards the sea. The Govern- 
ment of this country is weak and can offer 
no effective resistance to this progress. 
Can it bedoubted but that sooner or later 
there will be repetition of what has hap- 
peued in America, in Africa, and in Asia? 
Certain itis that, unless a stronger than 
she shall enter her house and bind her, she 
will continue her triumphant march. 
The question to be answered is, i 
others risk war to hold Russia in 
check? ‘There are many who today think 
that the Crimea was a blunder and this sus- 
picion, has, by the atrocious murders of the 
Armenians, been transformed into a convic- 
tion. It is doubtful whether they will again 
attempt the task. 

"The facts of history seems to point out 
that whatever happens, sooner or later 
Rusia will have her ova way. Jn the fuce 
of strong opposition she may appear to with- 
draw, ‘hat is, hold herself FA tories fora 
further advance when she thinks that this 
can be attempted without any serious danger 
to her interests. It is, we think, extremely 
improbable that she will relinquish her 
hold over Manchuria altogether. Ever since 
1851 when by treaty with China she secured 
possession of “the sparsely populated but 
widely extended districts of the Amur” she 
has Tooked southward with longing eyes. 
Recent events have secured her firm foot- 
ing on the gulf of Pechili. It will be the 
necessary result that she will attempt to join 
these widest extremes. As the grisly bear, 
which has flung its forelegs and huge paws 
around its victim, draws them closer and 
closer together, till it as crushed its prey to 
death, so it will probably happen that the 

isible proofs of Russia’s power, now stand- 
‘ing respecti on the north and the south 
of Manchuria will move towards each other 
till they meet at Moukden, and who can 
hinder her? The armies on the Amur will 
move southward, and those on the gulf of 
Pechili will march northward and in the 
course of time all Manchuria will become 
Russia's own. ‘This indeed must be the 
issue unless xome greater Power interferes to 
thwart her, and that any Power shill resol 
tely be determined to do this is we think 
doubtful.

THE MEMORIAL SERVICES 
FOR THE MARTYRS OF 
TALYUANFU. 


—-—_ 

We have received the following account 
from a correspondent in Shansi.— 

It is well known that in July 1900, 
forty-six foreiguers were killed in Tai- 
yuanfu including several Protestant mis- 
Sionaties, theie wives and children, two 
Roman Catholic bishops, three priests and 
seven Sisters of Charity. We must not 
omit to mention that several Chinese 
Chris‘ians perished at the sume time. 
The massxere ocenrred on July the Yth, 
and exactly a year later, to the very day, 
eight Protestant mis ionaries entered the 
city as the guests, and at the invitation, of 
the Governor. After complimentary visits 
had been paid and returned, arrangements 
were at ouce made for ‘the memorial 
services and by the evening of July 17th 
xything was ready. Outside the west 
gate of the eutrance to the Governor's 
yatuén and near the place of the massacre, 
& large pavilion stretching across the 
street” hal been erected.

At the yamén they were carried 
through the court, where banners and 
wreaths were arranged toa hall at the 
up end where they were coremonivusly 
received hy all the officials of the city, ex- 
cept the Governor, who was supposed to he 
tov ill to come out, ‘The courtyard was 
crowded with people, many of whom pushed 

















right up to the plice where the officials 
and foreigners were sitting, ‘The final 
arrangements having been made, the 
procession started, being headed by 
one hundred foot soldiers who were 
supposed to be foreign drilled and 


matched in fairly good order to the sound 
of bugle and drum, Then followed the 
officials in their chairs who'were succeeded 
by the memorial banners and wreaths. 
‘The foreigners, as chief mourners, came 
Inst and the procession was closed by 
about thirty cavalry. ‘The first stop was 
made at the pavilion near the Goveruor's 
amen, as it had Leen arranged to hold a 
‘short service as close as possible to the 
spot where the massicre had occurred. 
The leader of the xervice stood on a small 
raixed platform in front of which stuod the 
officials and foreigners. The street was 
closely packed with people and fairly good 
order was preserved, though there were 
only few yawén servants to control the 
people, the soldiers having goue on ahesd 
alittle way. ‘The service concluded, the 
procession re-formed, hat in somewhat dif- 
ferent order, and then passed slowly 

the streets which in many pluces 
e thrunged with onlookers. ‘The new 
cemetery is ture than two miles frow the 
city and after leaving Ube enst yate, cross. 
ing the moat, and passing through « small 
village, the ‘road leads through » narrow 
gully in the loess, then along a stony, dry 
river bed, and finally winds up rather # 
steep hill side to the hills east of the city.

It was a beautiful day, and as from tle |

Outwardly, a great difference between now 
and then, and yet, one instiuetively fecls 
the difference is only superficial. Icis true | 
that representatives of the gentry were at | 
the ceremony, but neither they nor any of 
the merchants’ guilds yave any tangible 
token even of respect, such as was done at 
Paotingfa (where many memorial tablets 
and scrolls were given), although six of 
these guilds combined to erect a memorial 
tablet extolling the monster Yii Hsieu. 
The people appear to be sullen rather 
than repencant. 

After returning to the city the missiona- ; 
ries and Major Pereira had an iuterview 
with the Gorernor who was supposed to be 
two ill to receive them earlier. As they 
entered the yansén, soldiers were drawn up 
aU each gute, and at the entrance to the 
outer hall they were received by two 
junior otticials in full dress. By them 
they were conducted to an inner court 
at the door of which they were met 
by the Governor by whom they were 
ushered into a room down the centre of 
which was « long table daintily arranged in 
sn fashion, with white tableclotn, 
flowers, cakes, sweetmeats, ete. Shen 
TTaotai” was also. present’ and intro- 
duced the guests one by one and then 
arranged them at the table. The con- 
Yersation turned upon general subjects, but 
twice the Goveruor referred to the events 
of last year for which he apolozised and 
expressed great regret.

P'u (? Protasef), Imperial Russian Chief- 
Commissioner of Customs for the whole of 
Lisotung, and also in charge of the Western 
Mutitime Customs, hereby issues the follow- 
ing proclamation for the information o! 
all whom it may concern :— 

{The establishment of a Customs Depart- 
ment, although advantageoustotherevenues 
of a country, is really for the convenience 
and benefit vf the people. Now witin regard 
to the shipping agencies for the purpose of 
pwsing gouds through the Customs, the 
majority of them are filled with  dis- 
honest rascals, who often extort excessive 
cominissions from merchant vessels, or 
swallow money handed to them’ for

the payment of Customs’ duties by re- 
porting less than the actual quantity of

‘These are all dishonest 
practices, and instances of such frauds ire 
two numerous to be mentioned in detail. 

T have now decided upon the inauguras 
tion of certain new regulations, having. for 
their object the prevention of smuggling 
and defrauding the revenues. ‘These are as 
follows, and all merchants are hereby in- 
formed that, 

Commencing on the Ist of the 7th month 
of the Russian calendar (12th July), all who 
desire to open a shipping agency for pass- 
ing goods through the Customs for 
vessels must from henceforth petition 
this Custom House for permission to 
dv so, ccompanging said ‘petition with 
a Bond for Haikuan ‘ls, 5,009. With 
regard to those who desire to open 
a similar agency for small vessels, a 
Bond for H. K. ‘Tis, 3,000 shall accom- 
pany said petition, ‘These Bonds shall be 
deposited in the Russo-Chinese Bank. If 
it should turn out that any of said agencies 
be found and proved guilty of dishonest 
aud fraudulent practices, the Bond de- 
posited by tho guilty agency shall be 
confiscated. If again an agency does nob 
desire ‘to continue the said business, the 
nd will be returned to it, 

‘Exch agency shall suspend at its front 
dor a notice signifying what sort of 
vessels it acts for, what surt of ergo and 
what are its charges for sune. ‘This is for 
the information of both this Custom Houso 
aswell ax for merchants aud owners of 
vessels. Iu future said agencies in pre- 
senting applications shall use the Chinese 
written language ouly in their declarations 
emeerning the quality, weight, number, 
quantity «nd value of goods to ‘be passed 
through the Customs ; they are henceforth 
exempted from using the usual foreign 
Tanguage. 

All merchants herein concerned are here- 
by required to pay due attention to the 
above new regulations and obey !

As this Port has now reverted to the 
control of the Imperixl Russian Govern- 
ment, all you who have matters in dispute 
and the like should bring your petitions to 
the Superintendent's or other Government 
ottices, where redress can be obtained and 
cases settled in perfect justice and im- 
partiality. 

Of late, however, there have been 
frequent instances of native merchants and 
peuple who have disputes ont hand instead 
of coming straight to the Superintendent's 
yamén for justice, they pray for assistance 
Feom foreiga merchantsof other nationalities 
‘or go to missionaries, plainly showing by 
such conduct gross iguurancs of the fact that 
merchants of all nationsliti.s come simply 
to trade, and nothing else, whilst the sole 
duty of missionaries is to disseminate the 
tenets of their respective religious faiths. 
Each has his duty to do peculiar to his own 
profession ; but none of the above-mention- 
ed people possess authority to interfere in 
other people's affairs, which is the pre- 
rogative of the Russian Imperial Govern- 
ment. 

You people are therefore hereby warned. 
that, from this date onwards, whenever 
you have disputes, no matter what they 
miy be, you must come for redress 
aud settlement either to this yamén, 
or to the Judge’s yamén, or to the 
Police Station; you are forbidden from 
again appealing for help to foreign 
merchants or missionaries.

I have been informed by the local 
gnild that a certain Wu Wang-tze in con- 
junction with others has influenced all the 
employees of oil manufactories and they 
have “already struck work three days in 
order to compel their employers to increase 
the wages of the strikers. Now I find that 
increased wages have alrendy been grant 
ed three times to said einployees, namely, 
once the year before last; once last year 
and again in the Sth moon (June-July) of 
the present year. How is it then that I 
find another attempt is being made to com- 
pel another increase in the wages of these 
il manufactory employees ? 

Now, according to the laws of Imperial 
Russia’ the leaders of any movement—such 
us causing a general strike, a stoppage of 
labour, or closing the markets and shops— 
are sentenced to the same punishm-nt as 
those guilty of rebellion, whilst their 
followers are also punished very severely. 
J, the Superintendent, therefore have, on 
the one hand, uiven orders for the arrest 
and punishment of the siid Wa Wang-tze, 
the lender of the said strike, and those 
with him, and now issue the present pro- 
clamation culling upon all employees of 
oil manufactories to resume work to-morrow 
morning at the latest, Should any one 
disobey my commands, he will be instantly 
arrested and most severely punished, He 
will then, Gnally, be banished from the 
precincts ‘of this’ port and will not be 
allowed to linger a single moment in 
Yingk‘on, 

Let all therefore carefully obey this 
Proclamation.

FAMINE AND FEVER

poor food and lack of food have worked 
such havoc that the poor people all look 
sick, In places the grain had not been 
hoed when it was knee-deep because the 
people had not strength for the work. 
One of the Christians who ordinarily makes | 
a living by baking bread is reported to be | 
now able to afford only one meal a day of 
mixed chaff and bran, while others have 
oily chaff and elm leaves. It is said that 
the beggars who die in Chany’é city are 
no longer provided with cottins, but are 
simplyburied in mats. : 

















THE STATE OF THE couNTRY 
is reported as quiet, though there is a| 
considerable amount’ of highway robbery. 
‘The tall sorghum crops form an excellent 
hiding plice for those waiting to waylay 
unprotected travellers. Regular come 
munication with Tientsin by water is 
re-opened and silt-hoats have gone up, 
relieving the salt famine, though prices are 
still high. Very few snidiers remain in 
the neighbourhood. Ma San-yiisn's troops, 
whose arrival created some excitement a 
while ago, have gone north, 

There ix still no word of the tax (for 
use of the Imperial Court) being levied in 
Honan which is at present causing unrest 
in this neighbourhood. It is said that the 
Roman Catholic bishop of North Honan 
has prepared for defence in fature troubles 
by bringing four hundred rifles from 
Peking. 











‘THE OFFICIAL ATTITUDE 


toward the rizhts of foreigners and native 
Christians, as judged from prochunations, 
is studiedly correct. The new Govern 
Sung Shou has issued a 

in imitation of those of Governor Yiiw 
in Shantung. He prefaces it hy speaki 
of how Yiian kept peace in his pro 
last year, and of how he wishes ro follow 
that'good example. Rewards are promised 
to the gentry of districts in which there 
are Missions and in which no trouble 
oceurs for x year, and official butrous if 
for three years there is pesce. Disturb- 
ances are to be severely punished. At 
Changiéfa the district magistrate sent men 
on the streets beating gongs and forbidding 
any slundering of the native Christians. 





























THE CHRISTIANS 


are meeting regularly for worship without 
hindrance, and in soms caces an addition 
of inquirers is reported. Of course we can 
say nothing definite ac to the motives of 
such, hut from the way in which some 
speak of the church as having “overcome,” 
there is reason to fear that some consider 
the ciurch to be for the time being the 
stronger of two antagonistic forces to which 
it is safe and politic to attach oneself. 
There will be need of great care in accep- 
tiog applicants for membership, and in 








directing the minds of Christians from 
revengeful feelings. 

Some active preaching is being done 
among the heathen. When the alarm arose 
about the arrival of General Mv’s troop, 
one of the wative Christians went to the 
deputy in charge of the Mission compound 
to enquire if anything inimieal to the Chris- 
tians were intended. ‘The Deputy an- 
swered: “If there were would we be 
building up your chapel? You zo to the 
places where men congregate in 
numbers; preach there, and the wild 
rumours will cease.” 

















‘THE REPAIRS 
to Mission property, done at the command 
of the officials, do not promise much, 
except that the injured roofs have been 
repaired. Fittings for foreizn doors and 
windows are not at hand, and mest of the 
houses have not a whole pane of glass.

THE REFORMATION

The building 
was comely in the eyes of the Chief 
Consul, and the wealthy merchant, and

‘The house which the Chief Consul aud 
Senate had set apart for his use in the 
City of Vietory, had been used as a 
Chinese school, whereof the rooms were 
fow and small, on which the sun beat down 
with a burning heat. He conld not there- 
fore forget the riches of the land whence he 
came out and the wider place he had 
occupied in former times, and when the 
clouds hung over the enttage, und rain 
fell in torrents upon the roof, he asked 
himself why he had left a goodly lend fora

‘Now it came to pass that although the 
Reformatory was completed, and the 
teacher stood waiting in the porch thereof, 
to receive the Celestial youths, uoue could 
bo found willing to accept the reformation 
provided for them. They could not 
relinquish Uhe freedom of the streets aud 
beds upon the slabs, to be reformed, and, 
ax mouth after month passed, the children 
of the people, who had first hat locket 
askance at the building and its aims, 
began to sry that things which should have 
been done for the welfare of our people, are

‘Now it came to pass, after many days,

He saw 
prisoner abont 11 o'clock on Sunday mor- 
ning last at Jessfield. Prisoner told him 
that he had had some trouble with his 
‘employer, who had abused him. He would 
not return as his master was constantly 
abusing him, Witness himself had lived 
in complainant’s house and on one ocer- 
sion had seen complainant threaten to 
strike prisoner with a chair. Prisoner 
remained at Jessfield and had food with 
witness and the other Indians. About 
3. 30 pam, complainant came and asked 
prisoner why he had been so long away 
and told him that, he had better return 
with him (complainant), Prisoner refused 
to return and said that he had previous- 
ly told complainant thet he would not 
remain in his service any longer. Com- 
plainant replied that if prisoner did not 
return he would make it hot for him. 
Complainant went out aud had some con- 
versation with the shopkeeper and then 
came back and again told the prisoner: to 
return with hin. Prisoner refused and 
offered to pay complainant $15 which he 
had in his possession and which belonged 
to complainant. Prisoner also told com- 
plioane that he ad lost 832 of his which 
je hnd received for goods sold. Prisoner 
told complainant to put that sum down in 
his books as lent to him. Complainant did 
not say a word nbout any sovereigns and 
went away without receiving the $15. 
After complainant had gone, witness and 
the shopkeeper did what’ they could 
to assist the prisoner. Witness went with 
him to obtain the assistance of someone 
who cou'd write English, so that they 
could send a petition to the Police Station 
on prisoner's behalf, to assist him in 
recovering his bed nd clothing from the 
complainant.

Jesstield, witne:s found that complainant

Witness and the 
shopkeeper offered to give security for the 
prisoner if he were released on bail, but 
the detective-sergeant told them to go 
to the Police Station next day.

channel. 

Witness could not say what the speed 
of the vessels was atthat time, it was flood 
tide. Neither could he say which of the 
ships was near to the line which indi 
the entrance to the Woosung 
Just before his vessel prssed the Crefeld he 
heard the Peleus give » long blast, which 
gave him the impression she was 
giving a warning. About four or five 
minutes afterwards the ships came very 
near to each other, and then he rotice.!, 
from the movement of the water, tit the 
Peleus went backwards. At the same 
moment he had an impression that the 
Crefeld slowed down. In the collision the 
Peleus rammed the Crefeld on the star- 
board between the engine room and the 
fore hatch. ‘The course taken by the 
Crefeld he thought, was the oficial en- 
trance to the outer bar. There was plenty 
of room t» allow the C.efeld to etnse 
more towards his vessel in onder to let the 
Peleus pass.

If the police 
had tried, they could easily have found out 
Messrs. Schiller & Co.'s nationality. The 
police had tried to arrest the compradore 
in the Court just before the case began.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 





(From Messrs. Nott, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of Wth Aujust:) 


PIECE GOODS.—1 is becoming more ani more evident that, until the Country is opened up and tradal facilities greatly improved, the 
limit in prices Ciuxa can pay for imported fabrics has been reached, and in order to work at a profit it is ueeessary to ‘sub- 
stantial reduction in the initial cost. While during the past two years the high prices ruling in the producing centres has providentiall 
saved this trade through the enforced curtailment of supplies, the real interests of those most concerned! lies in te low cost of the raw stap! 
and until that eventuates again business must be restricted and more or less unprofitable. At the present moment the uncertainty 
regarding the future is affecting Importers in diverse ways, some holders of cargo fearing an abuavlant new crop, and consequent lower 
prices, are anxious to unload even at the smart loss the present quotatious show, and are abstaining from forward business in anticipa- 
tion of the new Cotton crop in the Usrren Stars being larger and consequently lower others are already forwarding 
orders for the Spring and holding on to what they have in stock. ‘Towards the close of this month it may be possible to’ tell who are 
right, so far the conditions pointing to a considerable increase over the last two years, but a little unfavourable weather would upset 
all such calculations. 7 

There is undoubtedly a more healthy tone about the market, and the freedom with which goods are being shipped to the North 
is perhaps the best index as to the situation there and the prospects there are of any further troubles, A moderate but steady 
Lnsiness continues with Trextsts, largely in Asericay makes and supplied chiefly from the holdings in the hands of the dealers 
themselves. Newcuwaxe is better, but no great boom in the trade there is visible as yet. ow is dull, but the floods are 
gradually subsiding and business is expected to improve there before long. ‘The demand for Cone: received a temporary check through 
the recent action of the Government there in prohibiting the export of cereals or: the score of short crops, but this is denied by 
the country people who were endeavouring to get the imbargo removed, which may have been done as further purchases have heen made 
here at the close, and the shipments thence this week have been particularly good. In fact clearances all round have greatly improved 
since the typhoon which was raging the earlier part of the interval
